'y He Learned and Ingenious Author of this Book , lately come to the PubliihefJ 
* iiands, though not yet Cwliich is much difliked by the curious) into our Stationers 
Shopi , doth with miKh indulhy uadfrtake therein to evince, that there is no fuch thing as 
Mquivocul Generation but that every Animal is generated by th« feed of another Animal» 
(its parenr,) or, at leaft,from fomc Living and un-corrupted Plant, as out of Oak- Apples, 
and feveral Protuberances and Excrefcencies of Vegetables. 

^ firft then , in the aflertingof the Univtrfiiland true Generation of Infefts by apeca- 
liatand paternal Seed, the Author pofitively affirms , that he could never find , by al! the 
ExperlmentsandObfervaiions, he ever made (ofwhichherelatcth a grc-at number, by 
himfelf made upon all forts of Animals j that ever any Infefts were bred from Flefli , or 
Fifh, orputrifeiVhms, or any other Bodies, biu fuch, as Flies had accefs unto, and 
fcattet'd their feed upon i he having taken extraordinary care and pains to obfeive, that 
alwayes on the Flefli, before ic did verminats , there fate Flies of thefelf fame kind with 
thofe, that were afterwards produc'd thence 5 and again , that no Worms would ever 
come from any Fltfti in Veflcls Well cover'il , and defended from the accefs of Flics ; fo 
that to him there is no generation of Inlcfls from any dead Animals, but fuch as have been 
fiy-blown. 

And leaft it fhould be obje(fled, that the reafon, why in vefleis exaftly clos'd , noln- 
fed breeds, is the want of Air, necefifary to all Generation , He hath carefully covered 
feveral veflels with very fine Naples- vaile , for the Air to enter, though Flyes could 
not 5 but that no worms at all were bred there , notwithftanding that many Flyeg fwar- 
mcd about them , invited by the fmel of the Flefe indofed therein. 

Secondlj, to make out the other part of his Pofition. vi^. That thcfe Animals that 
ar«;not brciibydw f«d of othet Anirrwlsj sire proJxced fpmfomdive Pian: , or its 
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'Ercrefcence 5 This Author eftsenis it not abfurd to affirms ; that that Animi or .Power > 
which is able to produce l-lowers and Fruits in living Plants, may bt alike capable to brted 
Wormsin them ; fince that Son! is fo powerful > as to caixfe Plants to feed, tograwand 
to produce feed , as it doth in Animals. For confirmation of which, he obferveth, that 
both the generation of Worms in Vegetablet is always ani con^antly the fame ( not at Ml 
csfual J ) and that all GMs grow conftantly in one determinat 'part of tlie branches, and 
always in the new branches; asa'.fo, tliatthofe little Gills, which grow on the leaves 
of the Oak Holm ©*c. do all grow conftantly on tfe fibres or i^iings of thofe leaves, not 
one of them being'feen to gr«w on the fnjooch partT>£c\vixt two u: ingf .• F2vther,that there 
are found many leaves of other trees , on which grow Ve(kles, or fmall b.i(;gs, orfome 
wrinkled or fwell'd places, full of worms, fpringing forth with tiiofe leaves. BrfiJes,rhat 
there is no.it)ne Gjll,but ithath its proper worm ; and that each I'ort ofgalls hath itspecu- 
li.ir and determinate race of worms and Hyes, which never vary : Where he lakcs notice of 
the fingular Art of N ture both in forming the Egg,'A'hich is found in the center of Galls, 
and inprepaiingits place theiin, furnifhing it with many filaments, thst pafs from tl e 
Gall-apic to the Egg, as fo many veins sn f Arteries , ferving for the formation of the 
Egg and Worm, and for the nouriihment requiii:e thereto. To which he adds this Obfer- 
ration,that,th';re being certain forts of Galls , which breed more worms at a time than one, 
Nature haih carefully provided and diftiiiguiflit places forthera , as fhe doth in thofe A- 
niinils,thatare miiltiparou'. 

Having eftablifht this ground againft JEquivocd genetmon , he proceeds to particu- 
lars , and refutes the opinion of thofe, th-it will have Bees to be bred of the putrifyed ficfti 
cf Bullocks J Wafps, of AlTesor Mules flefli j Drones, of Horfcs ; Sco pions.r f Inuied 
Cr;< fillies , oii\\Q.\\e>h BifilicA, or dead Scorpions : Toads, of Ducks butied in Dung; 
Mites, of C'heefe , aflirming, that none of thefe Infeftshave any fuch oiigin mentioned , 
but that all thofe fubflances have been firfl blown upon by fome f ly^ or other. 

He inten'petleth through the whole Book many curious and conliJerable Obrervationf, 
relating to this Subj>ft : As,that fome Flyes are viviparous , others ovi^rous only , yet 
not denying , but that the fame Flyes may fometimes breed live worms' , fomstimes iay 
eggs, according to the more or lefs heat of the feafon. s. That Humane bodies breed 
worms ( but not immediately , but by Infcfts blowing on them. 3. That - Frui: 
ani Herbs, crude or hoyled , kept dofed up, breed no Vermin, but in an 0- 
pen place, do breed fome. 4. That there arc no Animals partly anlmated,partly yet earthy, 
nor Animals hzK animated , and half wood. 5. That worms breed in the Livers of 
Mutton, and the Heads of St3ggs,he having fecn divers of them in both thefe kinds of 
Animalsjind cftscming.that the foul of the fuperiour animd was able to breed thofe infc- 
riourartimals. 6. Tliat Lice are bred of Eggs or niti, laid by thdr Femal-parent j he 
having difirerned by a Microfcope fome nits yet pregnant with young ones, others, empti- 
ed of them. 7. That all living Creatures are ftibjeft toliceor fomefuchkind ofVerminej 
the A([c not being exempted from them , 3S ^riftotk, and upon his authority, ?//«,« s 
Moiijfet Sec would have it : And thst all forrs of fowie fexcept Ojtridges, in which he 
never coiiid meet with any Vermin in any feafon, j and fifli , have each fort their pcci- 
liar lice : Ofwhichheha'.brcprefented divers of feveral fori!,

Farther, our Author in his Defence againlt Titdenm f who with fome fliarpnefs 
had attacked all his former Writings ) makes it his bufinefs , to refute Tacheitim liis way 
olFixingthe f&UtilSdt of Fipers,vihkh,h feems,hchad formerly communicated to him 
when they fiiendly convtrfed together, but,upon try al, proved falfc' : Where our Author 
takes occafion to evince it not to be true , that Animals contain none but Volatile Salt , 
and that Vegetables likewife have not a grain of fixt Salt , except it be produced ti;crcin by 
the Fire ; both which 2(jf)!e»i?« feems to have afler ted.

ting of Metals , the i'alt of Tartar , the Generation of the Stone in Animals , the Al« 
calys and Refufcitation of Vegetables ; the Helmontian tuiut , ' &c.

Which done, be proceeds to remove the difficulties and Objedlions, alledged by Dr 
J?/gfc««r«in his Epiflle.formcrly printed) and taken notice of in N. 54. of tl^fe Tranf- 
afttons. 

Secmilp\^t endeavors to evince » that the lO'/ocfctBdrMc^pafTion is wrongfully afcri- 
bed to tbe StO)nicb. Where he taketh occafion > htth to deny to the Spleen the office of 
Warming the Stomachja«i to afltrt the Fermentative funftion of the fame : Teaching 
withal, that the Acidity is not produced in thefiomach alone, not thence only communi- 
cated to the Bloud and other humors 5 and that it proceeds from the fluor of the Sal: » 
and that that Salt is one of the Elements of Natural things; which latter he attempts to 
make out by Experiments againft the Objeflions of his Adverfary. 

To this Vindication are annexe two Ex«rci«}/ff»T, whcreofiheFfr/?is concerned in 
proving the Acceitfio» tf thi BUud : Where the y^uthor undertakes to fiicv; , that the 
Bloud being snimatc, that i4nimationor Life depends from it,s being kindkd » fcrafmucb 
as the proper aflefiioBS of Fire and Flame belong to the Life of the Blcud } which Is 
here deduced at large ; although it be wiihal acknowledgedjsbat thi« VitaJ Flame doth not, 
as the common Flamejsppcar to view, in regard that its Form is (ubordinate to another fu- 
perior form, TJi't. the corporeal Soulof the y^nimal. 

The [(cond Difcourfe tteateth of the MufcaUr Mttion , where, having dtc!ared,!ha'. 
Dr Stene hath been the firft that hath delivered aright the Structure of Mufcle-,, and that; 
the Figures defcribed by him are vifible in them ; and alforaade out the motions of their 
Fibersbydirets ./Anatomical Experiments 5 beiidcs many other cor^fiderable particulars : 
He afferts.that the Motion of Mufcles depends from a conWsnt Influx, both of the Bloud and 
ihe/fnimal fpiritsj and that the latter alone, ^without being affcdated by the former j 
cannot perform that moving funftion ; maintaining , that as the Spirits ( or 
Spricgy particles^ ii4 the contraftion of a Mufcle rufli out of the Tendons in;othe JFlefly 
parts of it, and mthe relaxation,skip back from thefc iuto thofc. So tliofc Spi:its,'ying quiet 
within the Tendons, dofwellthe Flcftiy fibres byconfiiftlng and firugling therewith the 
particles of Bioud. To which he adds the manner, how thelnMnftfashe pk'a:ei!i to call 
it)of performing or flopping the Mufcular Motion, is imprinted by the Ne.vcsinthe 
Mufcles: Subjoyning alfo divers important particulars concerning two forts of Sfafmes 
or Convulfions proceeding from the Mufcles, wiihani iuftraiionoftht ffn-e by a veiy re- 
markable caie, .Jill which he concludcth (siihfolving the ObJ£Clit.ni,tc which this his Do- 
ftrineof the Mufcles may belyable, and annexing fome Figures ?. very lively reprt- 
ting Tome Mufcles , together with an t xplication Oi the fame.
